Elia» Clarvi, Strong and 
Healthy, Became Invalid 
After Trance: 





Some strange psychic force notified 
Elia Clarvi, professional tenor singer, 
that he would die before he was 3% 
years old. 

He was then 29 years old and in good 
health, He was in thé prime of his 
vocal and physical powers, and the 
thought of death had not entered his 
mind until he received the strange, 
wireless message from another sphere. 

That was a year ago. 

‘Wednesday he died, at the age of 29 
years and 8 months, after he had made 
all arrangements for his funeral and 
had told his wife and children of the 
strange white forms he had seen hovy- 
ering about him and calling him away 
from earth. 

Seated in his home at 1523 North Fif- 
teenth street last January, Clarvi made 
his first prediction of his death. 

He had been laughing and playing 
with his children. 

Seemed to Be ia Trance. 

Suddenly he leaned back in his chair. 
He was rigid and his eyes seemed 
fixed on some far-away object. His 
wife and children spoke to him, but he 
appeared not to hear them. 

For 10 minutes he seemed to be in 
a trance. Then the spell was lifted and 
he spoke. 

“I will die before I am 80 years old,”’ 
he said. 

In vain his Avife tried to dissipate this 
grim foreboding. 

‘Why, you are well and strong,’’ she, 
said. “It is foolish to talk that way. 
All of your people lived to be very old.’”’ 

“But I will not,’’ he replied, with an 
air of deep conviction. 

For months afterward he did not men- 
tion death. The only change noted in 

m whe that he.moresand more -fre- 
quéntly spoke of the events of his ‘Boy- 
hood. 

Nine weeks ago he began to show 
signs of failing health. Physicians 
diagnosed his trouble as rheumatism. 
Christ.ias day he first spoke. of the 
white figures which hovered about him, 
though in every other respect his mind 
was tiermal. 

“Don't you see them?” he said. “They 
are culling me. They won’t go way. 
They say they must stay with me ‘till 
the end.” 

He was not then bedridden and almost 
until the time-of his death he was able 
to work in the stonecutting shop which 
he and his brother started after he re- 
tired fro: the stage. 

“Joseph,” he said to his brother two 
weeks ago, ‘I will die soon. I will 
leave a: picture of myself for my wife 
and I will carve a marble frame for it. 
I think I will just have time ‘to finish 
7;"’ 

“Don't talk that way,'’ said Joseph. 
‘You are almost well now,”’ 

Clarvi went to work on the frame and 
finished it the day before he died. 

“Ah, just in time,” he said. 

That night he called his wife and chil- 
dren about him and told them that his 
death was near. 

Early Wednesday morning he lifted 
his fine tenor voice and sang hymns, 
opera airs and ballads. 

“My voice is nearly as good as it 
used tod. be,”” he said to his weeping 
family. ‘‘Listen!. It is the last chance 
you will have to hear it.” 

After singing for three hours Clarvi 
passed away. |

While Thomas A. Pullen, secretary and 
treasurer of the Banner Candy Co., wae 
in a room at the Maryland Hotel, writ-

A. Kiester, 
and preparing to‘ktll himself, Mrs. Pu!- 
len and Keister were making every ef- 
fort to find him Monday night.

Kiester assisted. Mrs., Pullen to a 
gtreet car and refused to permit any re- 
porters to speak to fer. 
would return and ‘tell the: whole story.’’ 
But he got on the car with Mrs. Pul- 
len and did not go back to the hotel. 

Before leaving, howevér,;«he said: to 
two policemen, “Pullen. was’ greatly 
troubled over financial reverses. That's 
jwhat caused him to do this, : I think."

Denies He Fought 

NEW YORK, Jan. %.—The incident of 
James B. Connolly, the writer of sea 
tales, was the most talked of of all the 
minor happenings of the disaster to the 
liner Republic. 

The Republic's officers called for vol- 
unteers to man the oars of the eight 
boats which were impressed in the serv- 
ice in the transfer to the Florida. First 
to respond were the stewards and their 
praise is sung in unlimited measure. 
The women of the first cabins were 
assembled near the gangway about 10:45 
p. m., where were stationed Purser 
Barker, Chief Steward Stanyer, Second 
Steward Frederick Spencer ang G. F. 
“letcher, the Republic's barber, a power- 
fully, built man. They say that when 
the summons to advance was given, a 
man elbowed his way through the ranks 
of women and tried to enter a boat.

STATE "REGULATION OF PUBLIC 
UTILITIES. 

Nearly two years have passed since the State 
| Legislature passed an act authorizing municipal-. 
ities through their assemblies to regulate the rates’ 
and service of public utility corporations. The 
measure was adopted after a desperate struggle 
with a powerful lobby at a special session of the 
Legislature called by Gov. Folk for the purpose 
of passing the measure. 

The “enabling act” contained an emergency 
clause and municipal assemblies were empowered 
to provide for the regulation of the public service 
corporations the day the measure became a law. 

The Post-Dispatch led the fight for the people 
in the effort to obtain the power to control the 
public utilities. It advocated the measure and 
through its work in exposing the tricks of the 
lobby ‘and arousing the public to a realization of 
the necessity and justice of the’ measure un- 
willing legislators. were forced to support it. We 


:  ahvorated “home rule” in the regulation of pub- 


lie utility corporations, because we believed gities 
should be given the power to fix the rates and 
otherwise regulate their dwn public utilities, We 
believed that home regulations would be more 


| effective than State regulation. We shrunk from 


advocating more State commissions for the man- 


agement of municipal affairs. 
But we must confess that home regulation, so 


far as St. Louis is concerned, is a failure. The 
“enabling act” has been of no benefit to 8t. 
Louis, Nothing has been done by our Municipal! 
Assembly to regulate public service rates* or | to. 
prepare for regulation. by the creation of a. com- 
mission. 

Since July 20, 1907, when Delegate Dwight Davis 
introduced the first bill providing for a Public 
Utility Commission as @ preliminary step to rate 
regulation, the Council and House have been: en- 
gaged in a dontinuous wrangle. The persistent de- 
mands of the Post-Dispatch, voicing the over- 
whelming sentiment of the people of St. Louis 
for a commission and the necessary legislation to 
earry the provisions of the act into beneficial ef- 
fect, have been vain. 

Of.the necessity of regulation in the interest 
of the people there is no doubt, and no differ- 
ence of opinion among unbiased persons. The 
Post-Dispatch has exposed gross inequalities and 
oppressions in electric light and power charges. 
It has shown that gas charges are excessive and 
has labored to have them reduced. It has called 


attention to the crying need of regulation in the 


street railway service. We have exposed the 


tremendous burden laid upon this city by over- 
capitalization and unjust conditions. 

| The time has come for action. The people of 
St. Louis are justified in asking the State Legisla- 
ture now in session to provide for the regulation 
of public utilities, neglected by the Municipal 
Assembly, through a State commission. The State 
Legislature has ample ground for revoking the 
unused power conferred upon the city and un- 
dertaking the control of utilities by the State. 
The creation of a\State commission for the regu- 
lation of all public utilities in the State, in and 
out of cities, seems to be the best solution of the 


~|preblem. 


Two cities, Kansas City and. St. estat have 
taken preliminary steps to reguiate their public 
service corporations, but they would not lose the 
benefit of their work if'a State commission should 
assume it, Other cities and counties traversed by 
trolley lines would reap advantage. 

In Massachusetts and New York State commis- 
sions are proving efficient. They are performing | 
valuable service. The obstacle to good home reg- 
ulation lies in the ease with which the influence 
of powerful and wealthy corporations may be 
brought to bear upon local officials. This is 
Vustrated by the situation here. 

Conditions are propitious in. this State for a 
trial of State regulation. Gov. Hadley is com- 
mitted to thorough and jyst regulation of all pub- 
lic service corporations. He is a leader in the 
fight for good regulative laws and their enforce- 
ment. He would insist upon a sound law and 
would execute it in the interest of the public.

President Roosévelt and - Attorney- 
General Bonaparte, according to Wagh- 
ington dispatches, assert that the Dis- 
trict of Columbia penal code includes 
“the common law and all British stat- 
utes in force in Maryland on the 27th 
day of February, 1801." No matter how 
Maryland has modified or repealed these 
statutes since 1801, this claim would 
make the libel law of the District of 
Columbia the same as the libel law 
of England prior to the Declaration of 
Independence, except so far as modi- 
fied by Maryland before February, 1801. 

The English libel and sedition. laws 
date back to King Edward I, when it 
Was made penal to publish any ‘‘de- 
tails whereby discord or oecasion -of 
discord may grow between the King 
and his people or the great meh of the 
realm,”’’ ’ 

Under Queen Anne it was made high 
treason ‘‘to affirm by writing or print- 





ing that Parliament has not authority: 


to limit the descent of the Crown.” 

In the forty-first year of Elizabeth it 
was adjudged indictable to say that 
“the laws’ of the realm are contrary to 
the laws of God.” 

Under Charles II one Brewster was 
convicted for printing a pamphiet de- 
claring that “a King abusing his power 
may be opposed.” 

In Rex vs. Harrison the defendant 
was convicted for 
that ‘“‘the Government of England con- 
sists of three estates.” 

John Tutchin was convicted for pub- 
lishing in a paper called the Observa- 
tor that the Government was mismana- 
aged, 

Richard Nutt was convicted for pub- 
lishing in the London Evening Post 
the statement that the act of settle- 
ment was illegal and had been attend- 
ed with pernicious consequences. 

In Edward IV's time a defendant was 
executed because he criticised the King, 
who had killed hig ‘favorite buck in 
hunting. To say “I trust once to have 
a fair day upon those knaves which 
rule about the King’’ was held a trea- 
sonable libel. 

Algernon Sidney was attainted for 
having written opinions about the Goy- 
ernment which he did not even print, 

At the time of the American Revolu- 
tion John Wilkes was convicted upon 
an information filed by the Attorney- 
General for publishing in the North 
Britain a criticism of the veracity of 
the King. The Morning Chronicle was 
informed against by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for printing: ‘Of all monarchs 
indeed since the revolution the succes- 
sor of George III will have the finest 
oppomunity of becoming nobly popu- 
lar.”’ 

In the King against Harvey the de- 
fendant was found guilty of publishing 
of the King that he labored under 
mental derangement, the language be- 
ing: “It is with the deepest concern 
we have to siate that the malady un- 
der which Hig Majesty labors ig of an 
alarming description.” 

Richard Franklin was convicted of 
having. published in the Country Jour- 
nal an extract from a private letter 
“with intent to detract. scandalize, tra- 
duce and vilify the administratien of 
His Majesty's Government.’’ Franklin 
sought to introduce evidence that the 
publication was true, which was ex- 
cluded by Lord Raymond, C. J.

The 
arrangement is most important, for upon 
the relative distinctness of the strokes 
of the two bells, if they both sound 
‘oaaether, or if only ene sounds, the di- 
rection of the unseen vessel, reef or 
lightship must be determined. 

As in the case of the telephone, the 
installation of bells must be reciprocal. 
It would be as impossible for a ship 
not equipped with this twentieth cen- 
tury marvel to avail itself of its ad- 
vantage as for a business man without 
a telephone to talk from his own office 
over a wire to a distant patron or cus- 
tomer who has a telephone. 

How Sounds Are Received. 

Whenever the bell sending forth its 
pulsations is on either side of the re- 
ceiving vessel abaft the beam, the gong 
on that, starboard or port, will be the 
only one to respond to the vibrations 
of the water medium; but should the 
ship shift its position so as to bring 
the distant bell beam on or bow on, 
or partially so, both starboard and port 
gongs will sympathetically repeat the 
far-away sounds. If the bow is only 
partially pointing toward the unseen 
bell it is the varying degrees of distinct- 
ness of the installed gongs that decide 
the direction of the alarm. 

The captain does not have to go into 
the hold, however, to listen to his moni- 
tors. Both the sensitive electric trans- 
mitters are connected by wire to a single 
telephone receiver box in the pilot 
house. 

A tiny switch enables the pilot to lis- 
ten to the sound as received, either 
starboard or port. By means of a simple 
manipulation, the bearing of the signal 
bell can be accurately located. 

If a lightship be on the starboard 
beam or bow, the bell can be heard 
more distinctly through the starboard 
receiver and more faintly through the 
port receiver. 

The Cunarder Laicania was one of the 
first of the big Atlantic ships to bé 
equipped with the apparatus and Capt. 
Watt at once became enthusiastic in his 
endorsement of the usefulness and value 
of the inventton. .

Very Valuable tn Fogs. 

In fogs the submarine telephone is of | 
the utmost value. Not a ship of any’ 
importance is now built without the ap- 
piiance. Owners would as soon think 
of sending out a modern liner with no 
wireless outfit as without the simple, 
electrical recorder of thé presence of 
unseen friends or foes. 

In connection with his position, bear- 
ings and reckoning, and his knowledge 
of charts and beacons, the mariner 
learns to tell with unerring accuracy 
the identity of the bell at a distance, 
whose warning, monotonous tones his 
handy receiver picks up. 

Tests have shown that a bell with a 
lip or sound bowl several inches thick, 
and having a high musical note, is best 
adapted for the transmission of sound 
through water. ~ 

Capt. J. R. Selfridge, U. 8S. N., said 
not long ago that this invention was 
the most valuable aid to navigation, 
w'thout exaggeration, he might say, 
which the world had ever seen. Bells 
can be distinguished -at five and five 
and a half miles, and even further, by a 
child. The volume of the tone can be 
used as a guage of distance. 

Sometimes the throb of an unseen 
steamer’s propeller may be heard. Capt. 
Watt has pick®d up the Nantucket 
Lightship eight and a half miles away, 
au distance which he verified by his 
reckoning when his port bell began to 
ring like maé down in the port side. 

The inventors quickly learned that the 
steel side of a ship, intervening be- 
jween the water and the sensitive elev- 
tric. transmitter, would convey the 
sound almést as distinctly and unerring- 
ly as the water itself. , 

The submarine telephone by modern 
mariners is styled the rival of the Jules 
Verne’s imagination—which is going 
somewhat.

ard Strauss’ new opera “Electra,” to 
which the music world has been eagerly 
looking forward so long, was produced 
here last night. It cannot fairly be 
pronounced a brilllant success, but 
merely a “success d’estime.’’ The gen- 
eral opinion seems to be that Strauss 
has not improved his reputation here, 
though he was called before the cur- 
tain again and again, 

The genuine, heartfelt applause was 
bestowed upon the remarkable orches- 
tra, on Mrs. Schumann-Heink and Mrs. 
Krull. These singers took the parts re- 
spectively of Clytemnestra and Electra. 

The audience was magnificent. Never 
before has the opera house contained 
such an afray of widely known men 
and women, nearly everyone eminent 
either in society, the arts or the liter- 
ature of the Fatherland was present. 
The court box glittered with uniforms 
and jewels. Besides the German nota- 
bilities there were present numerous 
representatives of every country in Eu- 
rope and so frequently did one hear 
American accents that it was plain that 
a goodly numiber had come from the 
United States to be present at the 
greatest musical event in the world 
since Richard Wagner produced ‘‘Par- 
sifal.’’ 

It would be easy to ridicule ‘‘Electra,’’ 
for the opera is crammed full of all the 
Strauss idiosyncracies and exaggera- 
tions. His weird straining after new 
orchestral effects, blasts of horrible 
‘discords from a dozen trumpets, endless 
twiddlings of flutes and treble clarion- 
ets, twangings of harps without any 
provocation or connection with what 
goes before or comes after, are in ‘“‘BHlec- 
in abundance.
